21,297  Pounds  Of  Coins! 


One  of  my  recent  projects  began 
in  May  when  I  contracted  to 
purchase  an  estate  coin  hoard 
that  truly  was  “too  big  to  mail.” 
The  collector  had  accumulated 
his  holdings  over  several 
decades  and  they  were  secreted 
throughout  his  home  and  several 
other  storage  locations.  Pictured 
above  is  one  of  those  hidden- 
away  places,  and  one  of  the  7 
rooms  I  used  to  secure  the  hoard 
and  prepare  it  for  resale. 

A  deal  of  this  size  requires 
considerable  logistical  planning. 
My  first  step  was  to  hire  strong, 
reliable  men  to  help  with  the 
loading  &  unloading.  All  of  my  first 


choice  men  from  prior  projects 
agreed  to  join  me.  A  9-ton  truck 
was  rented  and  our  small 
caravan  made  the  trip  out  of 
town,  accompanied  by  our  plain 
clothes,  professional  security. 
The  first  load  took  all  day,  and  two 
days  later  we  were  back  for  the 
rest.  A  great  sense  of  satisfaction 
was  evident  when  the  last  cart 
load  was  in  place.  However,  the 
serious  work  was  yet  ahead. 

At  9am  the  very  next  morning, 
The  Great  Sort  began.  Picture 
10  tons  of  coins  mixed  up  in 
boxes  of  all  shapes  &  sizes.  It 
was  like  a  big  treasure  hunt.  One 
employee  might  be  slugging 


through  a  few  hundred  pounds  of 
US90  silver  coins  when, 
suddenly,  a  box  of  45  gold  coins 
popped  out.  Eureka!  This  went  on 
for  several  weeks,  simultaneous 
with  much  shipping  &  selling. 

Now,  two  full  months  and 
several  coin  shows  later,  the 
hoard  is  essentially  gone, 
dispersed  all  throughout  North 
America.  The  heirs  are  pleased 
that  their  proceeds  became  over 
double  expectations  (we 
meticulously  accounted  to  the 
last  little  wheat  cent)  and  I  am 
again  looking  for  my  next  fun 
“project.”  So  the  question  now  is,

an  impressive  list  for  a  single  com  design,  what  sets  the  seated  Liberty  figure  apart  from  all  the  others,  at  least  in  the 
centimes  of  United  States  coinage,  is  that  it  also  appears  on  the  remarkably  short-lived  twenty  cent  pieces  of  1875  n 


There  are  certainly  some  avid  collectors  (perhaps  we  should  say  rabid  collectors)  of  seated  Liberty  coinaqe  today.  There 
IS  6Ven.  3  ^  x-b  deY°ted  t0  the  design.  But  for  those  of  us  desiring  to  put  a  toe  into  the  metaphorical  water,  before  lump¬ 
ing  in  head  first,  the  way  to  look  at  seated  Liberty  coins  might  be  to  see  what  a  type  set  collection  could  cost.  Such  an 
endeavor  will  land  a  person  six  coins,  but  give  a  good  indicator  of  how  eye  catching  this  seated  Lady  Liberty  is  in  sev¬ 
eral  different  sizes  while  at  the  same  time  giving  a  peek  at  what  a  collection  of  each  denomination  might  cost. 

The  half  dimes  are  the  smallest  original  silver  coin  authorized  by  Congress  in  its  original  Mint  Act.  The  silver  three-cent 
pieces  would  eventually  stake  a  claim  to  being  the  smallest  of  US  silver  coins,  but  they  weren’t  on  the  scene  before  1851 
By  1837  though,  when  the  seated  Liberty  half  dime  made  its  first  appearance,  it  was  the  fifth  design  for  our  smallest  sil¬ 
ver  denomination.  The  figure  stayed  with  these  small  coins  all  the  way  up  to  1873,  when  the  denomination  was  retired 
and  ultimately  was  minted  in  the  main  facility  in  Philadelphia,  as  well  as  the  branch  Mints  in  New  Orleans  and  San 
Francisco.  There  are  a  number  of  scarce  years  in  the  series,  especially  after  the  advent  of  the  nickel,  but  even  towards 
the  end  of  the  run,  there  are  some  years  that  capped  out  at  over  a  million  coins.  Big  mintage  totals  argue  that  there 
ought  to  be  some  affordable  dates  today. 

Our  logic  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  price  guides.  In  the  state  of  good,  or  G-4  (which  really  isn't  that  good  at  all) 
there  are  numerous  seated  Liberty  half  dimes  listed  at  $20.  Move  up  to  fine,  or  F-12  condition,  and  the  price  climbs  a 
bit  to  $35.  If  you  are  aching  to  spend  $100  for  a  single  one  of  these  small,  silver  disks,  you  can  get  your  hands  on  a 
piece  in  almost  uncirculated,  or  AU-50  condition,  and  you  have  dozens  of  dates  and  mint  marks  from  which  to  choose. 

Moving  up  the  denominational  totem  pole,  the  seated  Liberty  dime  is  the  next  piece  upon  which  to  focus  These  coins 
had  a  longer  run,  from  1837  all  the  way  up  to  1891,  when  they  were  replaced  by  the  Mr.  Barber's  Liberty  head  design. 
In  that  wide  span  of  decades  there  are  several  very  common  dates,  with  many  coming  in  at  well  over  a  million  coins 
each.  Among  the  most  common  are  a  handful  of  dates  that  top  over  ten  million  coins.  That  ought  to  make  for  some 
choices  that  are  rather  inexpensive,  although  experienced  collectors  will  bet  that  none  of  the  less  expensive  pieces  are 
graced  with  ‘S’  or  ‘CC’  mint  marks. 

One  of  those  two  bets  would  actually  be  wrong,  and  the  surprise  is  that  it’s  the  bet  about  mint  marks.  As  expected,  the 
cost  of  a  common  seated  Liberty  dime  isn’t  too  high.  The  prices  are  $14  in  G-4.  $30  in  F-12,  and  $100  in  AU-50  when 
we  are  talking  about  common  dates.  The  pleasant  surprise  is  that  the  1875-CC,  the  1876-CC.  and  the  1877-CC  are  list¬ 
ed  at  the  same  prices  in  those  grades,  as  are  numerous  of  the  ‘S’  coins  in  the  latter  decades  of  the  series,  at  least  as 
this  is  being  written.  To  be  fair,  the  three  dates  we  just  listed  were  years  in  which  the  Mint  in  Carson  City.  Nevada  pound¬ 
ed  out  a  torrent  of  dimes,  with  4.5  million,  8.2  million,  and  7.7  million  produced  for  each  of  the  three  years  we  just  men¬ 
tioned.  Still,  it’s  nice  to  know  that  there  are  a  few  coins  from  this  short-lived  branch  Mint  that  a  collector  of  modest  means 
can  own  today.

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A  Type  Set  With  Just  One  Design?

That  good  fortune  doesn't  extend  to  the  twenty-cent  pieces  of  the  Carson  City  Mint,  as  the  two  dates  which  exist  are  quite 
scarce,  and  also  quite  expensive.  If  you  are  seeking  to  add  this  quirky,  under-wanted  denomination  to  your  seated  Liberty 
coinage,  the  only  real  choice  you  have  is  the  1875-S.  This  coin  posts  a  total  of  1.15  million  coins,  which  is  a  landslide 
compared  to  the  second  place  tally  in  the  short  series  -  133,290  from  Carson  City  that  same  year.  Prices  today  for  the 
1875-S  are  going  to  run  at  or  near:  $125  in  G-4,  $175  in  F-12,  and  $400  in  AU-50.  Curiously,  the  same  grades  of  coin 
for  the  1875-CC  are  S425.  then  $600,  and  finally  $1,600.  While  that  certainly  constitutes  sticker  shock  for  many  of  us, 
each  price  is  only  3  -  4  times  more  expensive  than  its  1875-S  counterpart,  even  though  they  are  more  than  ten  times  less 
common.  Hmm,  it  appears  we’ve  found  a  sleeper. 

Waking  up  to  the  next  higher  denomination,  the  quarter,  we  find  rather  quickly  that  this  denomination  has  far  less  by  way 
of  common  date  coins  than  its  smaller  siblings.  Oh.  there  are  definitely  common  dates,  such  as  the  1853,  with  15.2  mil¬ 
lion  coins  to  its  total.  But  overall,  there  are  many  more  years  and  date  and  mint  mark  combinations  that  do  not  get  close 
to  a  million  coins.  What  does  this  mean  for  adding  a  seated  Liberty  quarter  to  a  type  set? 

The  short  answer  is:  nothing.  Enough  seated  Liberty  quarters  must  have  been  kept  that  their  prices  don’t  reflect  much 
in  terms  of  the  most  common  versus  many  of  the  lesser  minted  coins.  Using  that  1853  as  an  example,  it’s  a  $25  coin  in 
G-4,  a  $50  item  in  F-12,  and  a  $350  expenditure  in  AU-50.  All  in  all,  not  a  super  cheap  coin,  but  not  a  super  expensive 
one  either.  But  look  at  the  prices  of  the  1841-0,  a  decidedly  less  common  coin,  with  a  total  mintage  of  452.000  coins. 
Its  prices,  from  good,  through  fine,  to  AU,  are:  $30,  then  $60.  then  $350.  That’s  a  pretty  impressive  set  of  prices  when 
you  realize  the  relative  rarity.  There  are  definitely  others  in  the  series  that  merit  similar  attention. 

Moving  to  the  seated  Liberty  half  dollars,  there  are  again  plenty  of  dates  that  saw  Mint  figures  in  the  millions.  But  we 
need  to  be  a  bit  cautious.  Collectors  are  always  interested  in  big,  silver  coins.  Half  dollars  and  silver  dollars  have  been 
favorites  of  the  numismatic  community  for  decades,  and  that  may  translate  into  higher  than  desired  prices  for  any  of  our 
seated  Liberty  halves. 

Let’s  look  first  at  a  very  common  seated  Liberty  half,  the  1858-0.  At  7.29  million  coins,  it  isn’t  the  single  most  common 
piece  of  the  series.  But  it  is  an  earlier  date,  and  it  certainly  isn’t  rare  or  scarce.  Prices  are:  $35  in  G-4,  $60  in  F-12,  and 
$300  in  AU-50.  As  with  our  quarter  prices,  these  are  not  dirt  cheap,  but  they  are  not  screamingly  high  either.  Compare 
these  prices  to  those  of  the  1841  though.  The  1841  seated  Liberty  half  is  one  of  the  earliest  dates  in  the  series,  and  was 
only  coined  to  the  tune  of  310,000  pieces.  They're  not  particularly  rare,  but  are  certainly  less  common  than  the  1858-Os 
that  we  just  mentioned.  Their  prices?  How  about:  $55  in  G-4,  $100  in  F-12,  and  $450  in  AU-50?  Each  of  these  is  high¬ 
er  than  those  for  the  1858-0,  but  not  by  much.  It  appears  that  we  have  some  potential  in  the  seated  Liberty  half  dollars 
as  well. 

The  last  piece  we  want  to  add  to  a  seated  Liberty  design  type  set  will  probably  be  the  crown  jewel  of  any  such  set.  Let’s 
hope  though  that  this  royal  diadem  doesn't  cost  the  proverbial  king's  ransom. 

A  quick  glance  through  any  reference  guide  seems  to  indicate  that  there  are  simply  a  lot  less  seated  Liberty  dollars  than 
there  are  just  about  any  other  denomination  of  the  design.  Like  the  quarters,  there  are  plenty  of  lean  years  among  these 
silver  dollars.  Actually,  there  are  only  two  dates  that  rise  above  the  million  coin  mark,  the  1871  and  1872.  It  would  make 
sense  then  to  think  that  these  two  dates  will  command  the  lowest  prices.  Indeed,  in  G-4  they  run  $300,  in  F-12,  they 
cost,  $400,  and  in  AU-50.  they  are  each  about  a  $1 ,000  coin. 

But  wait  -  as  they  say  on  the  late  night  commercials  -  there’s  more!  A  detailed  look  through  any  reputable  price  listing 
will  show  a  person  that  there  are  several  dates  for  which  the  prices  hover  right  at  or  near  the  numbers  we  just  gave. 
Some  of  them  have  considerably  lower  mintages.  One  example  is  the  1 873,  with  only  293,600  to  its  tally.  If  you  do  some 
searching  on  your  own,  you  will  definitely  find  others.  It  appears  then  that  there  may  be  some  under-valued  seated 
Liberty  dollars  to  add  to  the  quarters  and  half  dollars  that  fall  in  this  ‘sleepers'  category. 

If  you’ve  never  given  any  serious  thought  to  seated  Liberty  coinage,  perhaps  now  is  the  time.  There  are  certainly  plen¬ 
ty  of  them  out  there  from  which  a  collector  can  choose.  Whether  you  like  your  seated  figure  of  Liberty  to  be  a  mere  15  5 
mm  across  -  the  diameter  of  the  half  dime  -  or  the  much  larger  38.1  mm  version  sported  on  the  dollar  coin,  or  whether 
/ou  like  something  in  between,  it's  probably  safe  to  say  there  is  a  seated  Liberty  coin  for  everyone.  Good  hunting. 
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Engraved  Date  or  Punched  in  Date?

For  years,  the  common  thought  in  the  numismatic  community  was  that  the  date  was  changed  from  year  to  year  by  adding 
the  new  digits  to  the  master  die  by  punching  those  digits  into  that  die  by  hand.  This  was  supposedly  the  common  prac¬ 
tice  for  all  the  coins  made  in  the  United  States  during  thel 9th  century  and  into  the  20th  century. 


However,  before  we  explore  the  accuracy  of  this  belief,  we  should  consider  how  the  date  transition  was  made  from  year 
to  year  on  the  various  denominations.  There  were  two  methods  that  the  Mint  may  have  used  in  the  changing  of  the  dates. 
I  he  first  method  was  taking  the  previous  years  master  hub  and  abrading  the  last  two  digits  (there  is  also  evidence  that 
at  times  only  the  last  digit  was  abraded).  That  hub  would  then  make  a  master  die  with  the  missing  digits,  which  were  then 
added  to  the  newly  made  die.  The  other  method,  which  is  similar,  took  a  master  hub  that  did  not  have  the  last  two  digits 
and  then  made  a  master  die  from  that.  Again,  the  missing  digits  were  added  to  the  master  die.  The  only  difference 

between  the  two  methods  was  the  master  hub.  The  mint  may  have  used  one  to  three  master  hubs  without  the  last  two 
digits  over  and  over  again. 


This  practice  saved  a  large  amount  of  time.  If  a  galvano  were  used  for  each  different  year,  the  transfer  of  imagery  through 
a  reduction  lathe  could  have  taken  up  to  four  days  for  each  transfer.  The  transferring  of  designs  was  much  more  easily 
accomplished  by  the  making  of  a  new  master  die  from  an  existing  master  hub.  This  was  far  less  time  consuming  and 
more  precise  in  the  transferring  of  that  design.  However,  even  this  method  of  transfer  had  its  faults.  Over  time,  the  mas¬ 
ter  hub  begins  to  spread  and  lose  the  fine  details  of  the  design  from  overuse.  This  was  most  apparent  in  the  later  part  of 
the  sixties  on  the  Lincoln  cent  with  its  almost  featureless  Lincoln  bust.  This  was  corrected  by  introducing  a  new  obverse 
galvano  in  the  year  1969  for  the  Lincoln  cent. 


We  can  now  delve  into  whether  these  digits  were  engraved  or  punched  into  that  master  die.  For  this  study.  I  selected 

the  coins  from  the  decade  of  thel  940’s,  for  it  seemed  that  those  dates  went  through  the  most  changes,  especially  the 
Lincoln  cent. 


The  first  fact  to  consider  is  that  the  dates  on  the  cent,  the  nickel,  the  dime,  the  quarter,  and  the  half  dollar  (there  was  no 
business  strike  dollar  in  this  period)  were  of  different  sizes.  The  largest  date  was  the  quarter,  followed  by  the  nickel,  the 
half  dollar,  the  cent,  and  the  dime.  So,  that  would  have  required  the  Mint  to  have  a  set  of  punches  for  each  denomina¬ 
tion,  or  10  different  punches  for  each  year.  Fewer  punches  would  be  required  if  the  same  punch  was  used  for  the  third 
digit  during  that  decade  or  for  any  year  that  had  the 


same  last  two  digits.  While  the  various  denominations  of 
that  decade  were  apt  to  keep  the  same  style  third  digit, 
the  Lincoln  cent  saw  11  different  font  changes  to  numer¬ 
al  “4”,  two  occurring  in  1949.  In  this  particular  year  a 
sharp  top  4  was  put  over  a  blunt  top  four  on  three  San 
Francisco  dies  used  to  mint  Lincoln  cents.  [See 
CONECA  Files  DDO-01 , 002  and  003  plus  Coppercoins 
1949S-1  DO-001 , 002  and  003] 

So,  a  little  math  would  show  that  the  Mint  was  required 
to  have  had  at  least  61  digit  punches  for  the  decade 
beginning  in  1940  and  at  least  the  same  number  of  digit 
punches  for  other  decades.  This  also  does  not  take  into 
account  the  dates  that  were  used  on  the  foreign  dies 
made  by  the  U.  S.  Mint  for  other  countries  or  our  own 
commemorative  coins  (Iowa  Statehood  and  the  Booker 
T.  Washington  series).  In  other  words,  the  master 
engraver’s  work  bench  would  cluttered  with  various  size 
digit  punches  for  the  various  denominations  and  years. 
It  would  seem  with  that  many  punches  around  there 
should  have  been  a  mistake  or  two  made  on  the  date 
and  yet  none  of  been  encountered,  (cont  on  page  30)

Another  consideration  is  the  cost  in  making  that  digital  punch,  which  was  made  basically  the  same  way  a  coin  die  was 
made  Would  it  be  cost  efficient  to  use  that  punch  just  one  time  and  then  discard  it?  That  would  mean,  1 1  different  punch¬ 
es  were  made  for  the  Lincoln  cent  during  the  1940  decade,  used  once,  and  then  not  used  again.  Would  the  Mint  be  that 
wasteful?  This  would  also  be  contrary  to  the  way  the  Mint  used  the  mint  mark  punches  for  numerous  working  dies. 
Sometimes  these  punches  were  used  for  more  than  one  year  before  wearing  out  and  eventually  being  destroyed. 

While  the  above  facts  do  not  conclusively  determine  how  the  digits  were  placed  on  the  master  die,  the  information  pres¬ 
ent  below  clarifies  the  method  used  for  this  process. 


I  have  selected  the  year  1944  to  show  that  the  digits  were  engraved  into  the  master  die  and  not  punched-in  as  previous¬ 
ly  thought.  In  the  photographs  presented  below,  compare  the  four  digits  in  each  pair  to  one  another.  While  at  a  distance 
they  appear  to  be  the  same,  the  macro  photos  show  telling  differences. 


While  the  year  1944  does  show  the  differences  between  the  last  two  dig¬ 
its  more  dramatically  than  any  other  similar  year  (1911 ,  1922,  1933.  1955, 
etc.),  these  other  years  do  have  marked  differences  as  well.  Such  evi¬ 
dence  can  only  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  missing  digits  were  hand 
engraved  into  each  denomination’s  master  die,  for  it  would  be  utter  folly  to 
use  two  different  punches  for  the  same  digit. 


Dr.  James  Wiles,  noted  20th  century  variety  expert  has  commented  on  this 
subject. 


The  first  inset  shows  the  date  on  a  dime.  The  most  obvious  difference  is  the  length  of  the  arm;  numeral  “4"  on  the  left 
has  a  shorter  arm.  The  second  inset  is  that  of  the  cent.  This  particular  year  had  master  die  doubling  on  the  date,  so  it  is 
hard  to  determine  if  there  is  any  difference  between  the  two  digits.  The  third  inset  shows  the  date  on  a  nickel.  Again,  like 
the  dime,  the  left  arm  is  shorter.  Also,  there  is  a  marked  difference  between  the  foot  serifs.  The  fourth  inset  is  the  half  dol¬ 
lar.  There  is  little  similarity  between  these  two  four  digits,  apart  from  sharing  the  same  font.  The  fifth  inset  is  that  of  the 
quarter,  which  has  a  thicker  arm  on  the  right  digit.  These  are  just  the  easiest  differences  to  see.  A  careful  study  of  these 
digits  will  show  many  more  divergences.  One  other  oddity  that  should  be  mentioned  is  the  possible  use  of  two  styles  of 
numeral  "4”  on  the  half  dollar  for  this  year.  If  you  look  closely  where  the  horizontal  bar  meets  the  diagonal  bar  on  the  four, 
it  appears  to  have  a  blunt  end  over  a  sharp  end  junction.

As  to  the  engraving  of  the  master  dies,  I  am  completely  onboard  with  this 

developing  theory.  I  talked  with  David  Lange  last  year  at  the  ANA  summer  seminar  and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  was 
fact,  not  theory.  My  study  of  the  Lincoln  cent  obverse  designs  would  lend  a  lot  of  credence  to  that  supposition.  There  are 
just  too  many  changes  from  year  to  year  (including  lettering)  to  think  that  the  date  was  punched.  It  makes  much  more 
sense  that  they  would  engrave  the  date  along  with  any  other  changes  necessary  in  the  master  die. 


I  have  removed  the  1956-D.  DDO-001  (Lincoln  cent)  from  the  CONECA  files  and  most  of  the  MDO  listings  as  well,  as  a 
result  of  this  "discovery."  Though  I  suppose  one  could  make  an  argument  that  "engraving  doubling"  is  a  form  of  hub  dou¬ 
bling.  I  think  that  would  stretch  the  definition  rather  thin,  besides  the  fact  that  such  doubling  is  a  lot  more  common  than 
/ve  had  thought  There  are  41  known  obverse  designs  for  the  Lincoln  cent.  Many  of  them  have  some  type  of  "engraving 
doubling  If  you  put  together  a  date/mint  set  then  you  have  an  "engraving  doubling"  set  as  well."

?pdr?jc  Thp  ?Snoh|  HPd,au  H!ad  penny  0f  1908  was  the  last  year  for  a  rePunched  da<e  or  a  misplaced  date  in  the  cent 
series.  The  1909  Indian  Head  cent  did  not  have  such  faults.  So,  the  year  1909,  starting  with  the  Indian  Head  cent  for  that 

y  ar,  may  very  well  have  been  the  starting  point  for  engraving  the  date  into  the  master  die. 


If  we  were  to  take  a  comparison  of  the  1907,  1908  and  the  1909 
Indian  Head  Penny,  we  can  see  the  changes  made,  especially 
between  the  1908  and  the  1909  date.  If  you  will  notice  that  the  9  digit 
is  joined  between  the  tail  and  the  loop  in  the  1908.  The  1909  it  is  not 
joined  in  that  area.  Also  note  that  the  1  digit  is  different.  That  would 
indicate  that  either  a  new  punch  was  used  or  the  date  was  engraved 
into  the  master  die.  If  you  will,  compare  the  two  9  digits  in  the  1909 
IHP  and  see  that  they  are  different.

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Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars 

By  Ginger  Rapsus 

The  most  beautiful  silver  coin  issued  by  the  United  States  is  considered  to  be  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar.  Minted  from 
1916  to  1947.  the  design  is  familiar  to  baby  boomers,  older  people  and  newer  collectors  alike. 

Designed  by  Adolph  A.  Weinman,  designer  of  the  Mercury  dime,  this  half  dollar  shows  the  last  depiction  of  Liberty  on  a 
circulating  United  States  coin.  The  coins  were  struck  at  Philadelphia,  Denver,  and  San  Francisco.  This  lovely  coin,  a 
favorite  with  collectors,  can  be  collected  a  few  different  ways;  pursuing  a  set  can  keep  you  busy  for  years. 

Walkers,  as  they  are  called,  were  first  minted  in  1916.  The  coins  were  made  at  all  three  mints,  and  the  mintmark 
appeared  on  the  obverse,  below  the  motto  ‘'In  God  We  Trust."  The  mintmark  also  appeared  on  the  obverse  in  1917  ; 
later  in  the  year,  it  was  moved  to  the  reverse,  on  the  lower  left.  Those  who  only  want  coins  dated  1917  have  six  differ¬ 
ent  half  dollars  to  save  from  that  year! 

The  1916  San  Francisco  issue  is  one  of  the  four  better  dates  in  the  series.  The  other  three  are  the  1921  coins.  1921 
was  a  good  year  for  scarce  and  rare  coins,  and  the  half  dollar  is  certainly  a  part  of  that. 

Another  better  date  is  the  1938-D.  The  mintage  is  lower  than  other  half  dollars  of  the  time.  An  interesting  date  is  the 
1933,  as  only  half  dollars  and  cents  were  made  that  year.  The  coin  with  the  lowest  mintage  is  the  1921-D,  with  only 
208,000  struck.  The  highest  mintage  came  in  1943,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  issue,  with  more  than  53  million  struck.  This 
writer  recalls  receiving  one  in  change  as  a  beginning  collector,  in  1966  -  the  earliest  date  half  dollar  I  ever  got  in  change! 

Walkers  can  be  assembled  into  complete  sets,  one  of  each  date  and  mintmark.  The  three  1921  coins  and  the  1916-S 
are  scarce,  and  a  high  condition  coin  can  be  quite  expensive,  but  there  are  no  real  stoppers  in  this  set.  A  collector  can 
also  build  a  short  set,  one  of  each  date  and  minmark  from  1941-1947.  Such  a  collection  in  higher  grade  is  a  lovely  set 
to  view.  Some  years  ago,  I  assemled  such  a  set  in  one  fell  swoop,  from  a  local  coin  shop  that  had  a  number  of  AU  sil¬ 
ver  coins  from  the  1940’s  on  sale  at  specail  prices.  I  bought  a  blue  Whitman  folder,  too,  to  house  the  set. 


A  short  set  may  be  a  good  idea  for  someone  who  may  be  interested  in  this  series,  but  is  not  sure  if  he  can  afford  an  entire 
set.  and  wants  to  get  a  feel  for  what  it's  like  to  collect  Walkers.  Maybe  after  acquiring  a  few  of  these  coins,  the  collector 
will  fall  in  love  with  the  series  and  want  to  collect  them  all. 

A  set  of  one  of  each  date.  1916  to  1947,  can  make  a  nice  collection.  If  you  wish  to  have  a  beautiful  collection  without  a 
big  cash  outlay,  a  date  set  will  do  fine. 

Those  who  appreciate  proof  coins  can  save  one  of  each  proof  issue,  1936-1942.  The  coins  struck  in  proof  show  off  the 
design  in  all  its  beauty,  and  can  be  especially  pretty  when  housed  in  a  custom-made  plasticv  holder,  if  the  coins  are  not 
slabbed  Some  years  ago.  I  recall  hearing  of  uncirculated  coins  being  cleaned  with  jewelry  polish,  to  give  a  bright,  proof- 
like  appearance  Do  not  be  fooled  by  this.  Purchase  professionally  graded  and  slabbed  coins,  or  better  yet,  become 
familiar  with  the  real  thing.  Look  at  real  proof  Walkers,  their  proof  surfaces  and  srong  strikes,  and  you  will  see  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  proofs  and  highly  polished  circulation  coins. 

Liberty  Walking  Liberty  half  dollars  with  a  strong  strike  and  lustrous  surfaces  are  worth  more  than  the  average  pieces. 
Some  dates,  such  as  1941-S,  are  notorious  for  weak  strikes.

Recently,  I  have  seen  quite  a  few  complete,  or  nearly  complete,  sets  of  Walkers  offered  at  coin  shops  and  conventions. 
One  set,  consisting  of  well-circulated  coins,  was  complete,  and  could  be  a  good  buy  for  a  collector  who  is  just  getting 
interested  in  this  series.  Worn  coins  can  be  upgraded,  or  perhaps  an  entire  new  set  can  be  assembled.  Another  set, 
lacking  two  of  the  1921  coins,  was  in  better  grade,  with  many  of  the  later  dates  in  Extremely  Fine  or  AU  condition.  Still 
another  set,  spotted  at  a  major  convention,  was  complete,  and  had  an  especially  nice  1916  to  lead  off  the  set  -  a  favorite 
com,  since  it  was  the  first  year  of  issue.  Purchasing  a  complete  set  is  a  good  way  to  start  an  interest  in  a  particular  set 
of  coins.  Individual  coins  can  be  studied;  certain  pieces  can  always  be  upgraded;  and  you  can  always  build  a  number  of 
sets,  if  you  really  love  the  series. 


The  lovely  Walking  Liberty  design  -  the  obverse,  anyway  -  was  brought  back  in  1986,  when  the  first  silver  eagles  were 
struck.  The  silver  eagles  have  been  released  each  year  since  then.  Specialists  in  Walkers  may  want  to  build  a  set  of 
modern  silver  eagles,  to  compliment  the  coin  with  the  original  Walking  Liberty  design.  These  one-ounce  bullion  pieces 
have  been  made  at  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and  West  Point.  These  are  proof  specimens  available;  some  2006 
pieces  were  made  in  so-called  “reverse  proof,”  where  the  fields  are  frosted  and  the  devices  are  mirror-like. 


Collectors  with  a  historical  bent  (and  unlimited  funds  for  coins)  can  check  out  the  many  pattern  coins  of  1916  with  the 
Walking  Liberty  design.  The  patterns  look  a  lot  like  the  regular  issue  coins,  but  there  are  differences,  such  as  the  place¬ 
ment  of  the  mottos,  the  size  of  the  date,  and  other,  more  subtle  differences.  These  patterns  are  very  rare  and  expensive; 
a  specialist  desiring  one  of  these  pieces  will  probably  have  to  bid,  and  bid  liberally,  at  a  major  auction.  It  helps  to  observe 
every  piece  that  passes  through  your  hands.  I  have  heard  of  one  of  these  patterns  turning  up  in  circulation  in  the  1950s, 
and  one  of  the  patterns  illustrated  in  a  reference  book  appears  quite  worn. 


There  are  a  few  varieties  in  this  series 
for  the  sharp-eyed  collector,  including 
a  double-die  reverse  on  some  1946 
coins,  large  and  small  mintmark  vari¬ 
eties  on  1928-S,  1934-D  and  1942-S. 
Some  1941  proofs  lack  the  designer’s 
initials.  Perhaps  there  are  other  vari¬ 
eties  waiting  to  be  discovered  by  a 
specialist. 

A  collector  interested  in  Walking 
Liberty  half  dollars  can  collect  a  com¬ 
plete  set,  a  date  set,  a  proof  collecion, 
or  all  of  the  above.  This  beautiful  coin 
has  been  a  favorite  with  collectors  for 
years,  and  will  remain  a  favorite  for 
years  to  come,  end

THE  LATEST  CASH 
REPORTING/AML  UPDATES 

As  you  may  already  know,  I  wrote  a  Special  Report  for  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter 
(CDN  June,  2009,  Monthly  Summary)  entitled  ‘IRS  Audits  Revea  Common  Cash 
Reporting  /  AML  Mistakes  Dealers  Make”.  The  article  outlined  10  of  the  most  common 
mistakes  dealers  make  in  8300/ Anti-Money  Laundering  (AML)  compliance.  Weve 
received  guite  a  few  phone  calls  about  this  article,  often  from  those  who  suddenly  real¬ 
ized  they  were,  indeed,  making  some  of  these  mistakes.  [If  you  missed  the  abide,  it 
is  posted  the  ICTA  website  in  the  restricted  Members  Only  section  under  Special 
Reports.] 

Just  about  every  day  I  get  calls  with  guestions  on  the  Cash  Reporting  and  USA  PATRI¬ 
OT  Act  regulations  that  apply  to  our  industry.  Sometimes  these  guestions  reveal 
OTHER  mistakes  and  misunderstandings.  Since  the  CDN  article  appeared,  there  are 
a  couple  more  things  that  came  to  light. 

One  dealer  recently  mentioned  his  erroneous  belief  that  checking  the  “suspicious”  box 
on  an  8300  was  the  same  thing  as  a  SAR.  A  serious  error. 

A  Suspicious  Activity  Report  (SAR)  is  NOT  an  8300  with  the 
“Suspicious  Activity”  box  checked 

As  you  know  the  IRS/FinCEN  form  8300  is  the  form  you  use  to  report  cash  transac¬ 
tions  over  $10,000  (in  a  single  transaction  or  a  series  of  related  transactions.)  A  SAR 
(Suspicious  Activity  Report)  is  a  special  form  (FinCEN  Form  #109)  that  Money 
Services  Businesses  (MSBs)  use  at  times  as  reguired  of  that  industry  by  law.  Coin 
dealers  may  file  a  SAR  (but  are  not  reguired  to)  using  this  form  #109  under  certain  cir¬ 
cumstances.  However,  filing  a  SAR  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  pretty  much  guaran¬ 
tees  that  the  IRS  will  review  the  transaction  closely. 

A  SAR  should  never  be  filed  just  so  that  you  “feel  more  comfortable”  about  conducting 
a  large  cash  trade.  If  you  have  any  concerns  that  there  is  illegal  activity  tainting  the 
transaction,  your  best  option  may  be  to  just  refuse  the  business. 

What  is  Cash? 

The  question  was  whether  American  Eagle  1  Ounce  Gold  Coins  are  cash  for  purpos¬ 
es  of  filing  IRS/FinCEN  Form  8300. 

It  would  seem  logical  that  since  these  coins  are  indeed  coins,  i.e.,  are  legal  tender,  and 
therefore  are  monetized,  that  their  $50  face  value  would  be  considered  cash. 
Technically  you  could  even  spend  them  at  your  grocery  store  at  their  face  value.  In 
other  words,  legal  tender  =  money.  Money  =  casn.  So,  he  surmised,  if  he  purchased 
(received)  over  $10,000  face  value  (over  200  coins),  he’d  have  to  file  an  8300. 
Wrong.

Even  though  these  gold  coins  are  legal  tender,  they  are 
NOT  considered  cash  for  filing  form  8300. 

It’s  a  simple  matter  of  what  the  regulations  define  as  cash.  As  of  February  3,  1992,  cash  for  purpos¬ 
es  of  8300  reporting  is  defined  as: 

a.  "The  coin  and  currency  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  other  country  which  circulate  in  and  are 
customarily  used  and  accepted  as  money  in  the  country  in  which  issued,  and 

b.  "A  cashier’s  check  (by  whatever  name  called,  including  'treasurer's  check’  and  ‘bank  check’), 
bank  draft,  traveler’s  check,  or  money  order  having  a  face  value  of  not  more  than  $10,000(continued 
from  page  44) 

We  haven’t  had  gold  coins  circulating  as  regular  coinage  in  daily  commerce  since  the  1930’s.  Clearly 
coins  made  of  gold  do  not  “circulate  in’’  nor  are  they  "customarily  used  and  accepted  as  money  in 
today’s  world.  (ICTA  members  also  have  a  letter  in  their  Cash  Reporting  Kit  from  the  IRS  making  this 
clear.)  They  do  not  fall  within  the  definition  of  “cash”  for  this  purpose. 

By  now,  most  people  are  aware  that  large  sums  of  cash  require  reporting.  Many  dealers  have  adopt¬ 
ed  a  "No  Cash”  policy  in  order  to  avoid  the  “hassle”  of  this  paperwork  and  “stay  off  the  IRS’  radar.” 
Unfortunately,  this  sometimes  means  they  are  turning  away  legitimate  business  for  no  real  reason. 
Cash  is  legal  — in  fact,  the  government  knows  that  our  industry  has  legitimate  reason  for  accepting 
large  amounts  of  cash  and  they  expect  coin  dealers  to  routinely  file  8300s.  A  coin  dealer  who  does 
NOT  file  8300s  is  more  likely  to  wind  up  on  IRS’  radar.  An  8300  is  easy  to  fill  out— it’s  really  not  a 
big  deal. 

Bank  Deposits 

One  dealer  told  me  his  bank  teller  told  him  to  keep  his  cash  deposits  under  $10,000  so  that  she 
wouldn't  have  to  file  a  form.  She  should  lose  her  job.  She  perhaps  could  even  be  prosecuted.  She 
was  instructing  him  to  do  something  illegal. 

Structuring  transactions  — which  includes  bank  deposits— to  prevent  a  form  from  being  filed  is  illegal. 
A  felony.  Don’t  ever  do  it.  If  you  have  over  $10,000  in  cash  to  deposit,  whether  from  one  transac¬ 
tion  or  several  transactions  with  different  customers,  it’s  not  important  to  you  whether  or  not  the  bank 
will  file  a  form.

Opportunistic!

That  single  word  summarizes  my  sixty-plus  years  of  numismatic  -  primarily  paper 
money  -  study  and  acuisition.  One  can’t  collect  everything,  but  when  opportunity 

knocks,  you  could  do  worse  than  to  recapture  the  thrill  of  old  by  “opening  up"  a  new 
field. 

Thirty  years  ago,  on  an  unexpected  but  most  welcome  jaunt  to  Miami 
Beach,  I  had  been  delighted  to  do  just  that.  Uncle  Sam  had  invited  me 
to  address  an  interstate  education  gathering,  and  had  sent  a  plane  ticket. 

Given  a  few  hours  for  “coin  hunting,  I  had  chanced  upon  a  store-front  Latin 
American  money  changer,  who  most  obligingly  had  permitted  me  to  leaf  through 
the  stock  in  trade...  fine  holdings  of  well-worn  folding  money  (the  real  thing!)  from 
which  I  could  select  a  splentid  assortment  of  national  currencies  with  lots  of  zeros. 

These  I  would  add  to  my  1950's  collection  of  South  American  type  notes,  obtained  back 
home  as  foreign  exchange.  I  still  have  the  Miami  receipt,  in  the  princely  amount  of  $1.61. 

Consider  it  not  investment  but  numismatic  education,  in  a  particularly  enjoyable  and  down-to-earth  form.

Much  more  recently  -  this  sort  of  thing  does  repeat  itself  -  similar  collecting  interests  were  to  propel  me  across  the 
Arabian  Dessert,  Dubai  to  Au  Dhabi,  by  minibus,  for  an  arranged  meeting  with  a  central  bank  officer  in  the  United  Arab 
Emirates  national  capital.  The  dialogue  was  important.  As  well,  crisp  notes  (seldom  encountered  in  active  circulation) 
were  received  in  exchange  for  a  like  sum  in  well-worn  current  bills  ...  at  what  turned  out  to  have  been  a  most  fortuitous 

time.  The  note  issue,  I  was  reliably  informed,  quite  possibly  would  be  short-lived,  a  Euro-like  successor  having  been  all 
but  waiting  in  the  wings. 


Current  UAE  folding  money  I  find  distinctly  attractive,  building  upon  a  succession  of  anticounterfeiting 
enhancements.  (I  haven  t  sensed  note  counterfeiting  to  have  been  a  major  concern  at  merchant  level, 
but  credit  card  fraud  would  seem  to  be.)  All  eight  note  values,  5  dirhams  through  the  lofty  1000 
dirhams  ($300,  or  thereabouts),  show  a  fierce  falcon,  something  of  a  national  bird  of  prey,  as 
engraving  and  as  watermark.  He  rates  a  head  and  shoulders  protrait  on  the  face  of  the  high¬ 
ly  distinctive  500  dirhams,  a  “big  bull"  that  I’d  had  no  trouble  “cashing"  in  a  grocey  store. 
Other  vignettes  include  city  and  coastal  scenes,  and  indigenous  flora,  fauna,  and  historic 
structures.  The  50  dirhams  features  the  oryx,  a  two-horned  anteloope  which,  when 
viewed  sideways,  resembles  the  unicorn,  and  may  have  suggested  or  reinforced 
that  mythical  image. 


The  Abu  Dhabi  bank  visit  had  been  distinctly  well  timed,  for  (front-page 
news!)  a  United  Arabic  currency  for  some  or  all  of  Saudi  Arabia,  Kuwait. 
Oman,  Qatar,  and  Bahrain,  fiscally  stable  Gulf  states,  has  been  under 
active  consideration,  and  is  known  to  be  regarded  favorably  by  the  UAE 
Such  currency  innovation  could  render  obsolete  and  increasingly  tough  to 
collect  such  present  monetary  units  as  the  Saudi  Arabian  riyal  (since  1961). 
Kuwait  dinar  (also  since  1961).  Oman  rial  (1970),  Qatar  riyal  (1973).  and  Bahrain 
dinar  (1964). 


The  United  Arab  Emirates,  as  a  nation,  dates  from  1971.  the  political  union  of  seven  venerable  sheikhdoms,  traditional 
“trucial  states."  The  region  has  a  lengthly  and  colordul  history  -  and  pre-history  -  of  settlement,  trading  and  yes.  pira¬ 
cy  on  the  high  seas.  The  locating  of  immense  oil  reserves,  much  of  it  underwater,  dates  from  1958-1960  With  a  tremen¬ 
dous  inflow  of  investment  capital,  UAE  and  other  area  governments  seek  and  support  economic  diversification,  with  high 
•y  evident  initial  success.  (continued  on  page  49)

Traditional  money  changers  would  haave  reached  for  weighing  scales,  and  dealt  in  “hard 
money  met'cu  ousiy  scrutinized  precious  metals.  (I  felt  greatly  privileged  to  linger 
over  holdings  of  such  ageless  coinage  in  the  historical  museum  of  the  oasis  com- 
mumty  of  Al  Ain.)  Times  do  change,  yet  the  attractive  folding  money,  and  its  pre-  Jr* 
cursor  issues  (Indian  “Gulf  rupees,  Saudi  Arabian  “pilgrim  receipts”)  date  back 
40  to  50  years.  UAE  Currency  Board  dirhams  of  1973,  now  demonitized  * 

(but  touch  to  find),  were  replaced  by  Central  Bank  dirhams,  from  1982 
Apart  from  security  and  related  enhancements,  such  1982  designs  • 
as  of  now,  are  little  changed. 

At  a  hole-in-the-wall  tourist  shop  at  the  edge  of  Dubai's  world-famous  \^> 
gold  souk,  I  did  acquire,  for  a  pittance,  a  well-worn  Currency  Board  10  - 

dirhams,  which  I  treasure.  Also  on  view  in  their  display  case  was  a  generous 
handful  of  19th-century  United  States  “silver  dollars,”  including  an  1804.”  It  may 
still  be  there  -  hope  springs  eternal!  -  should  you  choose  to  drop  in. 

Ive  done  my  homework  rather  thoroughly  on  Emirati  and  related  paper  money.  Intriguing  stuff!  I'd  encourage  you  to 
avail  yourself  of  such  “growthj  opporumties.

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THE  RAREST  GSA  MORGAN  DOLLAR

Nearly  every  dealer  I  know 
would  love  to  sell  his/her  1921 
Morgan  dollars.  Why?  They  are 
the  most  common  of  all  the 
Morgan  silver  dollars  in  the 
series.  With  a  mintage  of  more 
than  44  million  coins,  they  are 
twice  as  common  as  their 
Denver  counterpart  and  many 
times  more  common  than  other 
dates.  The  design  was  not  as 
attractive  as  Morgan  dollars 
struck  from  1878  to  1904.  In 
addition,  the  mint  struck  a 
record  number  of  coins  from 
each  die  pair  making  1921  dol¬ 
lars  some  of  the  least  attractive 
coins  in  the  series.

Dealers  typically  have  an 
excess  supply  of  1921’s  hang¬ 
ing  around.  Knowing  this  can 
provide  you  with  lots  of  fun  and 
an  opportunity  to  cash  in  big 
time. 

There  are  currently  14  different 
1921  “Wide  Reed”  varieties  list¬ 
ed  in  the  Top  100  These  are 
coins  with  a  157  reed  count,  the 
lowest  in  the  Morgan  dollar 
series.  They  include  VAMs  4, 
13,  1 3A,  25,  25A,  26,  26A,  27, 
27A,  28,  28A,  29,  29A  and  44. 
Each  of  these  brings  a  nice  pre¬ 
mium  over  common  prices  by 
grade  with  mint  state  speci¬ 
mens  bringing  300-600%  for 
most  varieties.  More  detail  is 
given  in  the  4th  Edition  of  the 
Top  100,  but  the  most  detailed 
reference  on  the  subject,  1921 
P  “ Infrequently  Reeded”  or 
Wide  Reeding  Morgan 


Now  here’s  the  twist.  All  of 
these  different  varieties  can  be 
found  with  a  D1  reverse,  mean¬ 
ing  that  there  are  17  berries  on 
the  reverse.  In  addition,  the 
claw  on  the  eagle’s  right  foot 
extends  below  the  olive  branch. 
However,  VAM  44  is  the  only 
wide  reed  variety  known  that 
was  struck  with  a  D2  reverse, 
meaning  there  are  only  16 
berries  on  the  reverse.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  claw  on  the  eagle’s 
right  foot  does  not  extend  below 
the  olive  branch. 

Currently,  there  are  only  two 
specimens  of  the  1921  VAM  44 
wide  reed  coins  known. 
Demand  for  this  variety  is 
strong  since  many  VAM  collec¬ 
tors  are  trying  to  assemble  a  set 
of  all  the  1921  wide  reed  vari¬ 
eties.  Demand  is  so  strong  that 


a  circulated  specimen  traded 
hands  recently  for  more  than 
$1000.,  not  bad  considering  a 
dealer  would  likely  sell  you  a 
circulated  1921  for  under  $20. 

There  is  a  still  yet  a  lot  more  fun 
to  collecting  Morgan  dollars 
dated  1921.  Veteran  VAM  col¬ 
lector,  Rob  Joyce,  published 
Fun  with  1921-Denver  Morgan 
Dollars  with  Die  Breaks,  Die 
Gouges  and  Filled  Dies 
(2003).  Leroy  Van  Allen  pub¬ 
lished  the  Amazing  Changing 
1921  S  VAM  IB  Thorn  Head 
Morgan  Dollar  (2004).  And, 
more  recently  Leroy  Van  Allen 
and  Crae  Morton  teamed  up  to 
publish  1921  Scribbles 
Morgan  Dollar  Attribution 
Guide  (2008).

I  said  I  had  ' 

all  but  it.  He  said  I  could  have  for  $2000.  My  Dad  said  hurry  up  and  give  it  back  to  him.  This  same 

exact  coin  was  #3  specimen  at  the  Baltimore  show  about  2005. 


Not  so  spectacular  was  a  1952  Chicago  show  where  I  saw  all  four  of  the  $4.00  gold  pieces 
“Princess”. 

On  a  lesser  note  -  I  found  all  the  silver  dollars  except  1895  for  face  value  1950-1957.  Most  dates 
in  EF  or  better  condition.  Had  two  1893S  coins.
